Curious Difcovery. 
fetter from Captain 


Hyatt of theShip bale to bis 
friend ih Londen, dated Letth, 
Fuly.oa, 1726, will doubtlefs 
afford entertainment. to our. rea 
ders. 
Dear Sir, 
PON our paffage to the 


northward we made Hackluts 
Headland, in Spitzbergen, on 
May 2$laft. We then ran N. N, 
W. ten leagues, then WN, ten 
leagues, then N.. N. E. and after- 
wards N. having a fine fourherly 
wind, fer the mildnels of the wea- 
ther and opennefs ofthe fea indu- 
ced me to go 9s. far to the north- 
ward as poMible ; but to my great 
furprile, in lat. 87 deg. north we 
found noice. I therefore deter- 
mined togoto the north pole, well 
knowing the difcovery fs paflage 
of that importance, if fuccefsful, 
would’ more than indemnify me 
for the voyage; and asthe fhip 
wasmy own, I could ftand to the 
lofs. In lat. 89 degrees N. we 
were alarmed with arumbli ing noife 
like thunder at adiftance. As there 


was but little wind foutherly the 


“finall faiis were taken in, and the 


courfes hauled up, and furled ; 

{tui kept eur courfe northward un- 
der our top-fails, and the noife en- 
creaied the further N. we got. 
When the became exceflive- 
we dilcovered fomething 
an ice-hill about three leagues 
the failors erlled out land; we 
therefore founded in fixty fathoms,

fervations, and therefore direéted 
the boat to be hoifted out and pro. 
per provifions te be taken in her, 
and blankets to cover us, if necef.

cended the hill, which was of fome ~ 
height; bur what was my aftoni- 
fhment’whea I reached ics fummir, 
tw behold, as it were the elements 
at war; fomething ifving out of 
the northward quite white, and 
flying upwards with prodigious 
force. A few chryftalized fubttan- 
ces, like glafs, fell near mé& which 
were hexagonal, and refracted the 
light. ‘Upon tafting it I found ie 
was nitre. I collected fome, and 
putitin a cut glafs fnelling- botele 
and for fome time after they conti- 
nued to fhine in the dark. From 
thisd fhall endeavour to account 
for the aurora borealis. The pare 
ticles ermtting light, Town furpri- 
jed me a little, although [ knew 
that fome diamonds have the pro- 
perty of imbibing the fun’s rays and 
fhining in the dark: I had not 
been long atthe top of the- hill 
before a dreadful eruption iffued 
forth, which proved to me that 
there was a volcano that threw out 
nitre at the north pole. Being a 
prebenfive of the moft fat:l conie- 
quences, I made hattto 
and returned on board the fhip. 
The cable was in nectarely® cut, 
and we made {.il'to the fouthward,

POUGHKEEPSIE, O&xt. 4. 
. A correfpondent has favoured 
us with the following affecting nar- 
rative, which he had from a credi- 
bie eye witnefs of the whole trant- 
aétion 

Frederic Manhiem, was an in- 
duftrious German, who with his fa- 
mily confifting of himfelf, his wife, 
a daughter cighteen years of age, 
and Mariaand Chriftina his young- 
eft children and twins, about ‘fix- 





“teen years old , refided near the ri- 


ver Mohawk, eight miles weit of 
Johnfton.—It was on the rgth day 
of October 1779, the father being 
at work at fore diftance from his 
cottage, and the mother and eldeft 
daughter on a vilit at a neighbour's, 
when two hoftile Canafadaga Fadi- 
ans rufhed into the houfe and cap- 
tur’d the twin fifters. 

‘The party to which thefe favanes 
belonged, confifled of 50 watriors, 
who after fecuring 23 ofthe in shab- 
itanisand fireing their tt reti- 
red for four-days with the utmo! 
precipitancy, till they were quite 
fafe from purfuit. The > place where 
they halted, the evening of that 
day wasa thick Pp ine fw amp, W which 
rendered the darknefs of an uncom- 
mon gloomy night fill more dread- 
ful. They kindled a fire, which 
they had not done before, and .dj- 
rected thetr Estee whom they 
kepttogether, to refreth themfelves 
with i ch | pro vifions as they had ; 
and s eat alfo by them- 
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felves. Infted of retiring to ref af- 
ter fupping, as ulual, the appalled 
captives obierved their enemies bu- 
fied in operations which boded no- 
thing good. Two faplings were 
pruned clear of branches up to the 
very top, and all the brufh cleared 
away for feveral rods around them. 
While this was doiug others were 
fplitting pitch-pine billets into fmall 
{fplinters about five inches inlength 
and as fmall as one’s little finger, 
fharpening one end and dipping the 
other in melted turpentine. 

At length, with countenances 
diftorted by inftant fury, and with 
hideous yells, the two favages who 
had captur’d the unf rtunate Maria 
and Chrittina, leaped into the nnidit 
of their circle, aud dragged thofe ill 
fated maidens fhrieking from the 
embraces of their companions, 
among whom were their parents 
and filter. Thefe warriors had dif- 
agreed about whofe property the 
girls fhhould be, asthey jointly had 
ieized them ; andto terminate the 
difpute, agreable to the abominable 
ufage of the favages, it was deter- 
mined by the chiefs of the party, 
that the prifoners who gave rife to 
the contention fhould be deftroyed ; 
and that their captors fhould be the 
principal agents in the execrable 
bufinefs. Thefe furies, affiited by 
their comrades, {tripped the forlorn 
girls, already convulfed with appre- 
henfion, and tied each to a faplin, 
with their hands as high extended a- 
bove their heads as poffible ; and 
then pitched them fiom their knees 
to their fhoulders, with upwards of 
fix hundred of the fharpened fp lin- 
ters above defcribed, which at every 


puncture was attended witha fcreain * 


of diftrefs which eccho’d and reec- 
cho’d thro’the wildernefs. And 
then to complete the infernal trage- 
dy, the fplinters all ftanding erect 
on the bleeding viétims, were every 
one feton fire, and exhibited afcene 
of monttrous mifery, beyond the 
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ven the imagination to concieve. 
It was not, until near three hours 


had clapfed from the commencing 


ofcheir torments, and thatthey had 
loft almoft every refemblance of the 
human form, that thefe helplefs vir- 
gins funk down in the arms of their 
deliverer, death.

« After four days continuation of 
foutherly winds and heavy rains in 
town and country, we had of courfe 
a high tide, and the waters in the 
Falls run down with the greateft vio- 
lence, and rofe-to fuch a heighth, 
from fix tonine o’clock in the night, 
that irrefiftibly carried away every 
thing before it—mills, houfes, feven 
mill dams, bridges, ftores, fences, 
&e. 


“Thank God, Mr. B. with all 
his family is well and fafe ; his front 
houfe and that on Ally are fafe,but 
that where they boil foap is qui 
fwept away, with the fences; and to 
fhorten the detail, of this fad and 
fudden difafter, I only mention this 
much: The waters rofe fo high, that 
in our fchooll-room it was two feet 
and a half above the floor, and in 
Mr. B ’s front room it went 
over the top of his defk. Near 
the Upper Bridg it fwept away three 
or four houfes, great part of Mack - 
enheimer’s large houfe in the Marth, 
and the gable end and great part of 
the new reformed church in Old 
Town ; thecornes of Jefferv’ s and 
W. Roe’s fine brick houfes—all 
the three bridges, and what more is 
not knowa. By this you may 
eafily guefs of other damages. Se- 
veral lives were loft. Some people 
carried downthe current were fa- 
ved ; others drowned. 

« Every fpot along the Falls 
looks frightful. 

«Mr. C. had the fi gular circum - 
ftance of a dead kurle floating ine 
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his back door, through his houfe 
into the parlour, and there lodged, 

“ Yeiterday evening ab cufor 
o'clock, Mr. Boyce, in croffine 
the Rappid Falls, near Hanfon’s 
Houle, in a phaeton , wis drowned, 
One Ryan, a butdher at the Point, - 
crofliing the Falls in a canoe, fell 
over, and was drowned, only eight 
feet from the fhore.”

“© We have collected, fir, a great 
quantity of beaver and other furs, 
and was detemined to ftart for Pirf. 
burgh, in order to make you a re- 
turn for the goods we received of 
you, but we concluded that withf 


valuable a cargo, the rifque was 
too great. 


«T propofe to embark for Pit. 
burgh in September, by which time 
I expect Mr. Huling will have re. 
turned from Cumberland river, and 
Mr. Davenport from the Jenelee, 
You may depend that I thall bea 
careful as poflible, and ufe every 
proeeree in my power wich the 
Indians. I hope you received my 
letter by Col. Parker; ac the time 
he left us every thing was in confu 
fion,but now we are more quiet, and 
things wear a different afpeéct; we 
have held two councils with them, 
and they pretend to be forry for 
what they have done, _ but thei 
profeflions, we are convinced ark 
from fear ; they have fourd fron 
fatal experience that we are thei 
mafters. The 16th of April # 
gave them a proof of it, though 
without great reluctance. [| refi 
you to my letter of the 10 May, 
Col. Parker, for an account of tt 
battle.” 

This letter of the 1oth of May all 
ded to, Mr. Fowler received,t 
which the fullowing is an Exttal 
” On Saturday the 1th of Apr 

Jatt, a trading boat was proceedi 
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up the wabafh forthis place, which 
was attacked by the favages within 
five legues of this place, when they 
Gred from athicket, andkilled one 
man and wouaded two ; the boat 
was fteered to a place of fecurity, 
and a ruaner difpatched tous Ame- 


ricans for affiftance to bring them 


up. By the time we got to the 
boat we were attacked by a nume- 
rous body of Kickapeans& Pianke- 
thaws we fought then but were de- 
feated, with the lofs of rwomen kil- 
led and three wounded. We felc 
for our countrymen, and were de. 
termined not to leave them a prey 
to favage barbarity, and propofed 
to give them battie azain, and to 
rifque our countrymen or fallin the 
attenpt. We did fo, a reinforce- 
ment of twenty brave fellows join- 
ing us at this time, we ruined on 
them with fuch impetuofity, as 
drove them from their cover, and 
totally routed them leaving ten kil- 
led andtwice the number wounded. 

“ The King of the Kickapeans, 
received a ball in his backfide, and 
the Queen of the Piankefhaws mif- 
carried of a prince, the firft born of 
the family, and on whom the nation 
placed greathopes. This account 
we have from the French traders, 
who declare, that fince they knew 
the Wababh, they never heard fuch 
Jamentation among the favages. 
Three hundred Indians were oppo- 
fed to feventy-five Americans, and 


‘beat with confiderable lofs; many 


of the principal warriors were mor- 
tally wounded and carried off. In 
this aétion we had one man killed 
and three wounded. 

«© We have had council on coun- 
cil with them fince this affair, they 
appear to be as abject as brutal ; 
finding they Could not rob us, they 
have turned beggars: we are actu- 
ally plagued with their folicitations 
and fair promiles. While they be- 
have peaceably, we are determined 


to ucat them well, but they area !

* The late remttance from Ame- 
rica has had a very vifible effect 
on ourcommerce with that country. 
Two fifths of the goods enternal

I thank you moit heartily for 
tie favourable opinioa you entertain of me 
as a patriot and am pieaied to find that we 
agree fo entirely in fentiment, I am forry to 
acquaint you that there feem’d to be fome 
marks of violence upon the feal, infomuch 
that Lem really afraid, that fome evil mind- 
ed perfons have opened aud taken copies 
therefrom. Which you are fenfible might 
be of infinite difadvantage to our public as 
well as private characters. But I do not 
think thoie fons of fophiitry will dare to print 
or make ute of our correfpondence, becaufe 
feveral great names are hinted at therein.

Bvery encourgement given to navi- 
g.tion terminates in the introduction of fu- 
periiuities, which will ferever- difable us 
from paying our heavy debts. 

Col, Wadiworth, The manufaéture of 
nails is known to be fo profitable, that I 
conceive it needs no encouragement by way 
of premium. Nor dol thimk it good policy to 
Jay heavy duties on importations ; for we 
know from experience that we cannot force 
duties. Navigation deferves encourage- 
ment as well as other branches of bufinefs. 
1 with profperity may attend every honett 
puriuit, and would hold out enceuragements 
to he various orders of people in fociety.— 
The Farmer is perhaps tbe moft ufeful and 
valuable man-in fociety [ am not more 
drepiy anteretted in commerce than in agri- 
culture, and will cheerfully unite in any 
meaures to encourage the fatter: But 
are we to difcourage or neglect commerce ? 
What thall we do-with our flay-feed, of 
Which this fate exports this year eighty or 
a hundred thoufand bufhels? From what 
fource do we receive the cath which is paid to 
the Sarmer for this flax-feed? Money is not 
thie production of this country: we receive 
it from the iflands for our horfes, cattle. pro- 
vifions, lumber &c. from Spain and France 
for our fh and oil : France wants more of 
the latter article than we are able tefupply,
